That Toronto had the best team in the Intercollegiate Hockey 
League was a debatable question until last Friday night's game at 
• Varsity Arena. Then, as we watched the Blue and White mash the 
Redmen into the soft ice of. the Arena, there was no doubt in our 
minds that the Blues have what Redmen coach Rocky Robillard 
classed before game time as a "super team." 

' Balanced Club 

I This seems' to be the most balanced of the three Toronto' title 
clubs, (assuming that this squad wins .all the marbles). Last year's 
leading scorer, Ken Linscman (31 points in 12 games), has seen his 
.point total fall off to six points and his goal production from, 18 to 
two. Thus he now finds himself playing seventh * fiddle, as far as 
point scoring goes, in the Blue production machine. The Torontonians 
.have three lines which share the scoring in every game they play. 
Should one line have a bad night, then there arc two others to take 
up the slack. Friday night they were all going with the throttle's open 

Against the Redmen the Blues struck like a Xing cobra, quick, 
vicious and. without any letup. Before the locals knew what had hit 
them they were down. 2-0. . 

Then the Red- and White seemed to be fighting to get out of. 
the dazed atmosphere that . prevailed as Blue'clad forwards circled 
around the McGill defenccmen as if the rearguards were standing still 
Whenever the McGill forwards penetrated into Toronto territory, the 
Blue defencemcn picked off Redmen passes on their sticks .and -sent 
Varsity scorers winging away. 

The Blues were cautious and teasing as they shot at the McGill 
nets In the. first period. They would 'pass .the puck around, or skate 
Into position unhindered, before daring to shoot at the goal, yet evcry^ 
timc-they fired, the red light flashed.- The Blues scored on five j 
their first. six. shots, the Redmen on two of their first four. Rocky Ro- 
billard couldn't exactly pin-point what had happened to the Redmen, 
or give a reason for their sudden collapse.. But he did say that it 
was the worst game that one of his teams had ever played "on Toronto 
Ice. " . \ 

The game was a hard hitting affair with the Blues throwing 
their weight around from the opening whistle. But the Redmen met 
them head on and body checking was perhaps the only portion of 
the game in which they were not grossly outmatched by the, heavier 
-Toronto club. Thé tribè had "been' fol , ewarnc"d thptlhe Blues 'would 
come out swinging as last week the Varsity crew knocked the U of M 
Carabins all over the ice while beating them 5-3. The Carabins had 
five of their players retire from that game with injuries.
